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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Council, 
MY  LORDS,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  County  of  East  Suffolk  for  the  year  1964.  This  is  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and,  therefore,  the 
form  of  the  report  follows  the  pattern  of  previous  years. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  estimated  population  figures  for  the  county  for  1964  as  given 
by  the  Registrar-General  show  that  once  again  there  has  been  a steady 
rise  in  the  year  from  237,970  to  241,290.  The  birth  rate  after  a slight 
drop  last  year  has  risen  to  18.4  per  1,000  population,  the  same  rate  as 
for  the  country  as  a whole  but  the  highest  county  rate  since  1947.  The 
infant  mortality,  neonatal  and  perinatal  figures  are  all  lower  than  last 
year  and  lower  than  the  figures  for  England  and  Wales.  Once  again  I 
have  to  report  one  maternal  death  only  to  give  a rate  of  .21  per  thousand 
live  and  still  births. 

Nursing  Services 

With  the  rising  birth  rate  and  an  increasing  number  of  mothers 
being  discharged  home  from  hospital  after  a few  days  the  domiciliary 
staff  have  been  extremely  busy  at  times  to  see  that  all  the  mothers  re- 
ceive proper  attention  and  with  a shortage  of  full  time  staff,  which  is 
common  to  most  parts  of  the  country,  the  County  Nursing  Officer  has 
recruited  part-time  staff  to  help  out  mainly  with  the  general  duties  and 
to  give  relief  for  the  full-time  staff  to  take  their  off  duty. 

The  scheme,  reported  in  last  year's  report,  whereby  each  mid- 
wife in  the  Lowestoft  Borough  was  attached  to  one  or  more  general 
practitioner's  practices  was  continued  into  1964  but  because  of  staffing 
and  other  difficulties  it  is  regrettedthat  the  scheme  did  not  run  smoothly 
and  eventually  it  was  felt  advisable  to  revert  to  the  former  arrangement 
whereby  a midwife  is  appointed  for  a particular  geographical  area  of 
the  town. 

Mention  was  made  last  year  of  the  inaugvration  of  a Queen's 
District  Training  scheme  in  the  county  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
the  Deputy  County  Nursing  Officer  and  this  has  proved  very  successful 
and  eight  nurses  obtained  their  Queen's  Certificates  during  the  year. 
Perhaps  what  is  equally  important,  the  scheme  has  been  a means  of 
attracting  staff  to  work  in  the  county. 

The  success  of  the  Queen's  District  Training  scheme  led  the 
Committee  to  ask  the  Queen 's  Institute  of  District  Nursing  for  authority 
to  run  a similar  In-Service  Course  of  Instruction  in  District  Nursing 
for  State  Enrolled  Nurses  and  approval  was  given  and  the  first  two 
nurses  completed  their  training  successfully  early  in  1965. 

In  April,  1964,  I reported  to  Committee  on  a possible  change 
of  policy  for  the  staffing  of  Infant  Welfare  Centres  by  the  employment 
of  the  local  general  practitioner  as  Medical  Officer  of  the  Centre  rather 
than  an  officer  employed  by  the  Local  Health  Authority.  It  was  agreed 
that  this  proposal  had  advantages  over  the  existing  system  and  should 
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eventually  lead  to  much  closer  co-operation  between  the  Authority' s 
nursing  and  health  visiting  staff  and  the  general  practitioners. 

For  various  reasons  it  was  considered  that  the  new  arrangements 
should  come  into  operation  gradually  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  eight 
general  practitioners  were  engaged  on  a sessional  basis. 

The  issue  of  incontinence  pads  as  suggested  in  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  14/63  has  continued  through  the  year.  The  pads  are 
issued  only  to  patients  attended  by  the  district  nurses  or  at  the  request 
of  a doctor  and  the  Committee  have  agreed  that  no  charge  should  be 
made  to  the  patients  for  the  pads.  The  pads  have  proved  a great  help 
in  providing  domiciliary  care  and  I am  glad  to  say  that  in  this  rural 
county  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  their  disposal. 

Ambulance  Service 


The  year  saw  the  start  of  the  re-organisation  and  modernisation 
of  the  ambulance  service  with  the  commencement  of  the  building  of  the 
Saxmundham  Control  and  Ambulance  Station  from  which  eventually  all 
the  ambulances  will  be  controlled. 

Mental  Health  Service 


The  year  also  saw  the  start  of  a larger  project  with  building  of 
the  first  purpose  built  Junior  Training  Centre  and  Hostel  for  mentally 
handicapped  children  in  this  county.  The  centre  when  completed  will 
accommodate  70  children  with  hostel  accommodation  for  25  and  will 
serve  the  southern  half  of  the  county.  This  is  the  first  major  step  in 
providing  a complete  training  scheme  for  the  mentally  handicapped  up 
to  the  age  of  16  years  and  will  be  followed  in  due  course  by  a second 
centre  in  the  north  of  the  county. 

Home  Help  Service 

In  common  with  most  counties  this  service  has  continued  to  ex- 
pand over  the  years  and  the  Committee  found  it  necessary  to  appoint 
an  organiser  for  the  northern  area  of  the  county  to  relieve  the  other 
field  officers  of  their  duties  in  connection  with  the  placement  and 
supervision  of  the  home  helps.  The  position  was  further  reviewed 
during  the  year  and  the  Committee  agreed  to  a similar  appointment  for 
the  southern  area  of  the  county  and  the  second  organiser  took  up  her 
duties  on  the  1st  January,  1965. 

There  have  been  no  major  changes  of  staff  during  the  year  and  I 
should  like  to  record  my  thanks  for  the  support  that  I have  received 
from  all  members  of  the  staff  both  in  the  office  and  in  the  field. 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  to  the  members  of 
the  Committees  I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  their  keen  in- 
terest in  the  work  of  the  Department.

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS: 

Towards  the  end  of  1963  the  only  directly  operated  ante-natal 
clinic  was  closed.  General  practitioners  in  many  districts  hold  ante- 
natal sessions  for  their  own  patients  either  in  clinic  premises  or  in 
their  own  surgeries  and  in  ten  such  districts  the  Council's  midwife  also 
attends. 

MOTHERCRAFT  AND  RELAXATION  CLASSES: 


Regular  mothercraft  and  relaxation  classes  were  held  in  the  main 
urban  centres  and  they  proved  popular  with  a number  of  the  mothers. 
Altogether  324  expectant  mothers,  of  whom  95  were  booked  for  hospital 
confinement,  attended  the  sessions  and  made  a total  of  1378  attendances. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children: 

25  expectant  mothers  were  found  accommodation  in  Mother  and 
Baby  Homes  under  the  agreed  arrangements  between  the  Coimty  Council 
and  the  St.  Edmundsbury  and  Ipswich  and  the  Norwich  Diocesan  Moral 
Welfare  Associations. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants: 

263  premature  live  births  were  notified  in  the  year.  . 169  were  born 
in  hospital.  Of  these,  146  survived  beyond  28  days.  94  were  born  at 
home,  and  of  these  8 were  transferred  to  hospital  where  2 died.  The 
remaining  86  were  nursed  at  home  and  83  survived  beyond  28  days.

Welfare  Foods: 

There  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  117  places  throughout  the  county 
where  welfare  foods  could  be  obtained. 

In  nearly  all  of  these,,  voluntary  helpers  were  responsible  for  the 
distribution  of  the  foods,  and  acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  valuable 
assistance  given  to  the  County  Council  in  this  respect  and  for  the  willing 
co-operation  of  the  people  concerned.

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Chiropody  Services:  - 

The  Council's  arrangements  for  chiropody  treatment  for  old  people 
continues  to  be  given  through  an  agency  agreement  with  the  East  Suffolk 
Old  People's  Welfare  Association.  Treatments  are  given  by  appointment 
at  sessions  arranged  in  conjunction  with  old  people's  clubs  or  at  clinics 
or  in  the  chiropodist's  own  surgery  but  where  this  is  not  possible 
arrangements  can  be  made  for  the  chiropodist  to  pay  a visit  to  the 
patient's  home.  This  service  is  still  expanding  each  year. 

Chiropody  treatment  for  the  other  priority  classes, the  expectant 
mother  or  the  yoimger  physically  handicapped  person, are  dealt  with 
directly  by  the  Department  but  the  demand  from  these  classes  is  not 
very  great.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  COUNTY 


Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 


Information  for  this  section  of  the  report  has  been  supplied  by 
the  County  Surveyor,  the  Roads  and  Bridges  Department  being 
responsible  for  the  examination  of  schemes  of  water  supply  and  sewerage 
submitted  to  the  County  Council  for  financial  assistance. 


Water  Supplies 

Regrouping 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  decision  was  reached  to  re -group  the 
water  undertakings  of  the  County  into  two  m*ain  areas,  comprising  the 
northern  and  southern  parts  respectively. 

In  the  northern  portion  re -grouping  has  already  taken  place, 
although  the  Leiston  U.  D.  C.  and  the  Aldeburgh  B.  C.  still  remain  out - 
side  the  scheme. 

Unfortunately  in  the*  remaining  portion  of  the  County  the  grouping 
of  Water  Undertakings  was  not  achieved  in  1964  and  it  now  seems  un- 
likely that  this  will  take  place  before  1966. 


Water  Mains 

The  programme  for  the  provision  of  water  mains  throughout  the 
county  has  been  almost  completed.  The  Dipping  Rural  District  Council 
have,  however,  laid  some  15,000  yds.  of  new  mains,  largely  to  link 
existing  pipes  and  thus  improve  the  supply. 

The  large  building  programme  which  has  been  taking  place  has 
involved  the  laying  of  a considerable  number  of  relatively  short  lengths 
of  small  diameter  mains  to  serve  the  new  housing  estates. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

This  has  been  a year  of  considerable  activity  in  this  sphere  of 
operations.  Costs  are  rising  steadily,  but  in  the  interests  of  public 
health  the  programme  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  facilities  is  being 
accelerated. 

Sewerage  schemes  at  Brampton,  Capel  St.  Mary,  Creeting  St. 
Mary,  Gislingham,  Melton,  Old  Newton  and  Yaxley  were  completed  at 
an  approximate  cost  of  £400,  000. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  9 schemes  involving  20  parishes  were  in 
course  of  construction;  a further  35  schemes  in  respect  of  55  parishes 
were  either  in  course  of  preparation  or  awaiting  approval. 
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The  tendency  has  been  for  more  combined  schemes  to  be  sub- 
mitted; in  several  cases  a centrally  situated  disposal  works  will  serve 
three  or  even  four  villages.  This  will  lead  to  greater  efficiency  in 
future  maintenance. 

Co -operation  in  the  provision  of  facilities  is  taking  place  between 
neighbouring  District  Councils,  for  example,  sewer  laying  is  taking 
place  in  Woodbridge  U.  D.  and  will  soon  commence  in  the  parishes  of 
Kesgrave,  Martlesham  and  Rushmere  in  the  Deben  R.  D.  Treatment 
of  the  sewage  from  both  areas  will  take  place  at  anew  combined  works 
in  course  of  construction. 

In  another  case  the  Lothingland  R.D.C.  , the  Blyth  R.D.C.  and 
the  Borough  Council  of  Southwold  are  all  co-operating  in  a joint 
scheme,  which  is  in  course  of  construction. 

It  has  become  increasingly  difficult  throughout  the  year  to  acquire 
land  for  siting  not  only  of  sewage  disposal  works,  but  small  pumping 
stations.  This  often  leads  to  considerable  delays,  , which  in  turn  give 
rise  to  imwarranted  criticism  of  the-LocaliAuthorities  concerned. 


In  the  design  of  sewerage  schemes  it  is  not  easy  to  assess  the 
future  growth  of  the  population  to  be  served,  owing  to  the  large  expansion 
which  is  taking  place  in  some  areas.  The  policy  recently  formulated 
by  tlie  County  Planning  Department  in  relation  to  the  classification 
of  settlements  is  of  considerable  value.  Nevertheless,  it  is  considered 
prudent  in  almost  all  cases  to  make  provision  in  the  layout  of  the 
disposal  works  for  eventual  duplication  should  it  become  necessary. 


Housing 


It  is  the  duty  of  the  County  Council,  under  the  Housing  Act  1957, 
to  have  constant  regard  to  housing  conditions  in  rural  districts,  to 
consider  the  extent  to  which  unsatisfactory  conditions  exist  and  the 
sufficiency  of  the  steps  taken  by  District  Councils  to  remedy  these 
conditions.  To  enable  the  County  Council  to  carry  out  this  duty  and 
to  assist  me  in  connection  with  sanitary  circumstances,  the  District 
Councils  have  prcvided  information,  much  of  which  is  used  in  this 
report.  I would  like  to  acknowledge  the  ready  co-operation  of  the 
Councils  and  their  Officers  in  this  respect. 


Details  of  Housing  conditions  and  progress  in  this  sphere  are 
given  in  Tables  XV  and  XVI. 


During  the  year  the  District  Councils  were  asked  to  furnish  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  with  an  estimate  of  the 
number  of  unfit  houses  in  their  districts  and  this  information,  also 
kindly  supplied  to  me  is  included  in  the  tables. 


SUMMARY  OF  HOUSING  ACTIVITIES  IN  BOROUGHS  AND  URBAN  DISTRICTS 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Inspection  of  Meat  for  Human  Consumption 

Details  are  given  in  Table  XVII  of  meat  inspection  carried  out  in 
1964.  The  service  is  mainly  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
of  the  County  District  Councils. 

1964  was  the  first  full  year  of  the  operation  of  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations  which  placed  an  obligation  upon  local  authorities  to  inspect 
all  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  in  their  areas  and  to 
mark  those  passed  as  fit  for  consumption.  The  Regulations  lay  down  a 
thorough  method  of  examination  andit  is  amatter  for  congratulation  that 
in  most  cases  100%  inspection  has  been  achieved.  Despite  initial  doubts 
on  the  advisability  of  charging  for  this  service,  inspection  charges 
appear  to  have  been  accepted  by  both  local  authorities  and  the  trade. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act  — Sampling  for  Chemical  Ansilysis 

The  County  Council  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  whole 
of  the  Administrative  County,  with  the  exception  of  the  Borough  of 
Lowestoft.  Details  are  given  helow  of  the  samples  of  milk,  other  foods, 
and  drugs  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

During  1964,  805  samples  were  taken  for  analysis  representing  4.2 
samples  per  1, 000  population.  50.07%  of  the  samples  were  milk  and 
49.  93%  other  food  and  drugs.  69  samples,  i.  e.  8.6%  proved  unsatis- 
factory.

Samples  reported  as  unsatisfactory  are  those  where  the  fat  or  non- 
fatty solids  content  were  below  the  ’presumptive’  standard  of  the  "Sale 
of  Milk  Regulations"  or  the  fat  content  standard  of  the  "Milk  and  Dairies 
(Channel  Islands  and  South  Devon  Milk)  Regulations".  Whether  or  not 
the  deficiencies  are  due  to  natural  causes  is  established  either  by  samples 
taken  at  supervised  milkings  or  by  the  Hortvet  (Freezing  Point)  Test.

Premises,  Equipment,  etc. 


In  addition  to  regular  sampling,  routine  inspection  of  dairies  and 
plant  have  been  carried  out.  Bottle  and  churn  rinses  have  been  taken 
regularly  and  sterilization  of  pasteuinsation  plants  and  other  equipment 
has  been  checked  by  swabbing.  On  the  whole  conditions  have  been  found 
to  be  satisfactory  but  in  several  instances  improved  sterilization 
techniques  and  plant  operation  have  been  achieved. 

During  the  year  the  capacity  of  one  High  Temperature  pasteuriser 
was  increased;  the  holding  times  and  flow  rate  were  checked  and  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Biological  Examination  of  Milk  and  Cream 


Sampling  for  biological  purposes  is  carried  out  on  herds  where 
the  milk  is  sold  for  consumption  in  its  raw  state  or  used  for  making 
cream  or  other  products;  in  some  cases  cream  is  also  examined. 
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During  1964,  286  samples  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  taken  from  36  herds.  3 herds  were  found  to  be 
excreting  brucella  organisms,  these  cases  were  diverted  for  heat 
treatment  by  the  District  Council  Medical  Officers. 

The  milk  and  cream  from  one  herd  was  found  to  contain  Staphy- 
lococcus Aureus  organisms.  During  the  subsequent  investigation, 
individual  cows  were  checked  and  24  were  found  to  be  excreting  the 
organism. 

Antibiotics  in  Milk 

Routine  sampling  for  this  purpose  started  during  January  ;samples 
are  tested  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  In  sampling 
priority  is  given  to  Producer-Retailers  and  to  milk  sold  from  small 
dairies  where  the  dilution  factor  is  small. 

During  1964,  855  samples  were  examined.  11  of  these  samples 
were  found  to  be  positive,  involving  4 herds. 

In  one  case  information  was  passed  to  a neighbouring  Food  and 
Drugs  Authority  in  whose  area  the  farm  was  situated.  Investigation  of 
all  cases  showed  that  one  or  more  cows  had  been  treated  with  antibiotics 
and  producers  have  given  their  assurance  that  care  will  be  exercised 
in  future  to  prevent  a recurrence. 
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SCHOOLS 


Milk  Supply 

228  schools  in  the  County  including  30  non -maintained  schools 
received  a supply  of  pasteurised  milk  with  the  exception  of  1 school 
which  receives  a supply  of  untreated  milk. 

A total  of  90  samples  were  taken  during  the  year*  all  of  which 
proved  satisfactory. 

Swimming  Pools 


A further  considerable  increase  in  school  swimming  pools 
occurred  during  1964  and  pools  were  in  use  at  the  following  schools;

In  addition  2 portable  pools  owned  by  the  County  Council  were 
loaned  to  several  primary  schools. 

The  County  Health  Inspector  advised  and  assisted  in  chlorination, 
water  treatment  and  hygienic  practices,  in  connection  with  swimming 
pool  use.  Numerous  checks  were  made  to  ensure  that  proper  chlorination 
was  carried  out  and  several  water  samples  examined  bacteriologically 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  Once  again  I am  pleased  to 
be  able  to  report  that  a very  high  standard  was  maintained. 

A further  increase  in  the  number  of  pools  can  be  expected  and  it 
may  well  prove  difficult  to  maintain  this  degree  of  supervision  and 
assistance  in  future  years.
